'He stated that he would have no hesitation in 
recommending Hr. HARMtb concerning his character, reputation, or loyalty. 

Hr. VXILXAH DISCS BRIGHT, Director, Office of Operating Facil- 
ities, Department of State, -advised that he ’became acquainted with Hr. HARRIS 
in lVh$ through their -frequent official contact as division heads in the Depart- 
ment/ of State. Hr. VH2I0HT advised that he does not know the applicant socially 
and knows nothing of his outside activities. He described Hr. HARRIS as being 
discreet, intelligent, honest, conscientious, considerate, and one whose integ- 
rity and loyalty are above question. He added -that .he lias never heard any- 
thing which would reflect .unfavorably upon the character or refutation of the 
applicant. 


Mr. If* DEUCE S. MORRIS, Chief, Division of libraries and Insti- 
tutes, itepartment of State, advised that he lias had occasional social contact 
with Mr. MAR Id .since last Interviewed in 19h3 and -that his opinion of the 
applicant has not changed relative to -his character, reputation,, and loy- 
alty. Hr. MORRIS added that the applicant Is respected by the other officials 
Of the Department of State and is considered to b e very capable ;and intelli- 
gent.

I. OBIS H. DRURY, Security Division, Department of State, 
advised Special Agent -JOHN V. JACKQTSKI that a search of the records of the 
Security Division failed to disclose any information re-gar’ing the applicant.

AT CAMBRIDGE, NEW YORK* 

GARDINOR B. CULLINNAN, Managing Editor and Editor of the 
Washington County Rost, was re-interviewed and questioned 
specifically regarding the applicants morals, and in 
particular regarding his associations with HELEN ALLEN 
and RITA FRAZIER. CULLINNAN advised that he knew both 
girls very well, stating that it was common knowledge in 
Cambridge, New York that RITA FRAZIER had had an illegiti- 
mate baby while she was in high. school approximately twenty 
years ago* CULLINNAN stated further that -to the best of 
his knowledge there was a rumor in and around Cambridge, 

New York that the applicant may have been the father of 
this child* CULLINNAN further stated that he can recall 


none of the details of the incident, but he c^s .remember 
that there was no concrete evidence that the applicant 
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was the father of the child and as a matter of fact, he recalled also that 
there was another hoy wtyose name he could not 'recall whol^d been accused 
of hating been the -father of this child* CULLINNAN stated that he did not 
mention these facts before because the story was to his knowledge based 
entirely on rumor and gossip and that the details were very Vague in his 
mind, 

CULLINNAN advised that he knew HELEN ALLEN V#ry well, stating that HELEN 
ALLEN was a girl of excellent moral character to the best of his knowledge, 
and that her parents were very strict :and that to the best of his knowledge, 
she never had a reputation of being fast or promiscuous. CULLINNAN ad- 
vised that he used to date HELEN ALLEN years ago and from his associations 
with her, he found her to be of excellent moral character* CULLINNAN also 
stated that he had never of anything pertaining to any relations between 
the applicant and HELEN ALLEN. 

JOHN S. HENRI, owner and operator of the John S. henry General Store and 
former Sheriff , Washington County, New fork, advised that he has known 
the applicant and the applicant's family for at least thirty years. Mr. 
HENRI stated that his son, Lt. Col* FRANK S. HENRI, who is now; with the 
United States Army in Germany, attended high school with and was a class- 
mate of the applicant's* Mr* HENRI advised that he and his son were ex- 
tremely close and that he wajfeure that his son Would have told him of any 
immoral actions on the part of the applicant* Mr* HENRI stated that he 
knew RITA 'FRAZIER very well and he also recalled that she had had an 
illegitimate child. He stated that he had never heard any inference that 
the applicant was in any way involved. Mr* HENRI stated that to the best 
of his knowledge as to who the father of RITA FRAZIER'S illegitimate 
child was, he had no knowledge. 

Mr* HENRI stated that he also knew HELEN ALLEN very well, stating that she 
was .a fine young girl as far as he knew and that he had never heard any- 
thing derogatory concerning her moral character. Mr* HENRI also stated 
that he never .heard of any associations between HELEN ALLEN and the appli- 
cant* 

Mr* HENRI was asked whether or not there was anyone else in Cambridge, New 
york who might be familiar with the applicant's activities in regard to

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HELEN ALLEN and RITA FRAZIER back .in the applicant's high school days* 

Mr* HENRI stated that the majority of the applicant's high school class- 
mates have since left town and that the only persons he could think of that 
might have inforaation regarding the applicant's activities were a Mrs* 

EVA CARPENTER, Kindergarten teacher in the school system} Mr* CLARENCE 
COULTER, Teller at the Cambridge Bank; and Mr* EDWARD J. KENT, Postmaster 
at the Cambridge Post Office* 

Mr* HENRI advised that he recalled that the applicant had gotten into 
difficulty while he was a student at Columbia University. He stated that 
the applicant to the best of his recollection, had written an outspoken 
article regarding the subsidising of football players in a Columbia Univer- 
sity publication. He recalled that HARRIS was severely criticised and be- 
lieved that he had subsequently been expelled from Columbia University be- 
cause of this attitude. HENRY advised that the applicant subsequently wrote 
a book called "King .Football". HENRY stated that he believed the applicant 
wrote thisbook in the latter 1920's. He stated that the applicant had 
given a copy of this book to his son# FRANCIS S. HENRY, and that he himself 
had read the book. Mr. HENRY stated that in his opinion this book written 
by the applicant, was somewhat to the left and was more or less radical, 

Mr. HENRY stated by radical he meant that the book expressed the applicant's 
opinion as being against the organized system of society, that the appli- 
cant was opposed to the administration of Columbia University and -the way 
they ran the University, and that the book criticized society in general* 

Mr* HENRY stated that after having read this book years ago, he got the 
impression that the applicant was "quite radical". Mr. HENRY also stated 
that he had heard through town gossip, the exact sources unknown, that the 
applicant had been affiliated with an outspoken and radical group while 
he attended Columbia University* 

Mr. HENRY advised further that the applicant has spent very little time 
in Cambridge, Hew York since he went away to college and that he knews very 
little of the applicant's activities or political viewpoints* He stated 
also that the applicant's mother enjoys a good reputation in town, hut 
that the applicant's sister, Mrs. BENTLEY* had the reputation of running 
around while she was still married to her .first husband, RUSE POWELL. Mr* 
HENRI stated also that he had never heard anything derogatory concerning the 
applicant's sister's morals prior to her promiscuous activities after she 
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had been married to RITSE POWELL and had had seven children. 

Mr. HENRY was questioned ds to what he thought of CHARLES JOHN STEVENSON . 

Mr. HENRY stated that Mr. STEVENSON came to Cambridge* New York approximately 
fifteen to .eighteen years ago and that he does not believed that STEVENSON 
was residing in Cambridge* New York when the applicant attended high school 
and Columbia University. HENRI stated that when STEVENSON ;came to Cambridge, 
New York he had absolutely nothing, that he recalled that STEVENSON had 
promoted some scheme at the local fair, that he bluffed his way along, 
eventually got .into the printing business and did fairly well financially. 

He .stated that in his opinion STEVENSON is "a big blow". He advised that 
STEVENSON aspires to everything, that STEVENSON would like to be a State 
Assemblyman and that as a matter of fact, he ran for Assemblyman in Wash- 
ington County and received eight votes in the election. He stated farther 
t hat S TEVENSON also has aspired to running for State Congressman, but that 
STEVENSON has received absolutely no cooperation from any of the political 
parties in Washington County* 

Mrs. EVA CARPENTER, Kindergarten teacher, Cambridge School system, advised 
that she has known the applicant and his family quite well for a great many 
years. Mrs* CARPENTER stated that there are presently no other teachers 
in the Cambridge school system who were teachers during the time the appli- 
cant attended high school. Mrs. CARPENTER .stated that she knew RITA FRAZIER 
quite well and knew that RITA FRAZIER had had .an illegitimate child. M r s. 
CARPENTER stated that she also recalled that 'there had been a rumor An Cam- 
bridge, NewYork that the applicant had been the father of this illegitimate 
child. She stated that to the best of her knowledge, there was no concrete 
evidence to this fact and that it was merely local gossip. Mrs. CARPENTER 
also stated that she knew HELEN ALLEN very well, that HELEN .ALLEN was, in 
her opinion, a fine itrting girl who was well brought up in an excellent 
family. She stated ttejj^ 'she never heard of any unusual associations between 
.HELEN .ALLEN and the applicant. 

Mr. CLARENCE COULTER, Bookkeeper and Teller, Cambridge National Bank, ad- 
vised that he knew the applicant very well and that he attended high school 
at the same time as the applicant attended. He stated, however* that he, 
CLARENCE COULTER, was several years ahead of the applicant in school. Mr. 
COULTER stated that he recalled that the applicant had been quite active 
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in a Columbia University publication that he had heard was quite socialistic* 
in nature. He stated that he had heard that the applicant had difficulties 
at Columbia University because of some article he had written In this publi- 
cation. He stated that the applicants difficulties at Columbia University 
caused quite a disturbance in Cambridge* New York and that he recalled that 
there had been a lot of adverse comment about the applicant because of the 
stand he took in his article. Mr. COUNTER stated that he did not recall 
'what was in this article* but that he did recall that the article was quite 
radical in its viewpoint. Mr. COULTER stated that by radical he meant that 
the applicant was un-American in his "viewpoint and that the article expressed 
the viewpoint of someone who was contrary to the American system of Govern- 
ment* Mr. COULTER stated that he recalled that the applicant in this article 
had leaned definitely ‘toward what the general conception of Communism is. 

He stated that by this he meant the applic act t appeared to have been revolu- 
tionary in his tendencies while he was attending college. Mr. COULTER again 
stated that he did not recall the contents or substance of this article, but 
that he did remember that the people of Cambridge, New York, the good 
Americans, thought very badly of the applicant. He stated ihat all of the 
people of Cambridge, New York were disappointed :in the stand that the appli- 
cant had taken. 

Mr. COULTER advised that he knew RITA FRAZIER quite well. He stated that in 
his opinion RITA FRAZIER had been "very fast". COULTER stated that he did 
not know of any .association between RITA FRAZIER and the applicant, but he 
further advised that if the applicant had been associated with her, he could 
have been the father of her illegitimate child. He stated that he was not in 
school at the time this incident took place, but he faintly recalled that 
•there had been a rumor about the applicant having been the father of the 
child. He stated thaUthis was just a rumor as far as he could recall and 
he believed that thdl^KLe thing was based on gossip. Mr. COULTER stated 
that he knew .HELEN jMMpvery well, also stating that he knew of absolutely 
no association betweenwie applicant and HELEN ALLEN, that he knew nothing 
derogatory concerning her moral character and that he knew nothing that 
would be a discredit to her* Mr. COULTER stated that he had almost com- 
pletely forgotten about the applicant inasmuch .as the applicant to his know- 
ledge, has not been in Cambridge, New York for a great many years. 
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Itr* COULTER advised that he knew the applicant 1 s sister very well# stating 
that she had married a man named RUSE ROWELL, a local boy who had a good 
reputation* He advised that the applicants sister and RUSE ROWELL and 
two or three children and that later while RUSE POWELL was away from Cam- 
bridge, New York in the Armed Services, that the applicants sister, [BARBARA 
POWELL, began “running around with ERVIL BENTLEY, UR. He stated that it was 
more or less common knowledge in Cambridge, New York that the applicants 
sister and BENTLEY were keeping steady company. He advised that the appli- 
cant 1 s sister subsequently divorced RUSE POWELL and that she married ERVIL 
BENTLEY, UR. He stated that the applicant's sister and ERVIL BENTLEY had a 
child, but he was always sure that this child had not been conceived In 
wedlock* 

EDWARD U* KENT, Postmaster, Cambridge, New York Post Office, advlsed that 
he attended high school with the applicant* He stated that in his opinion 
the applicant was an* extremely intelligent young man and that while the 
applicant was attending Columbia University he wrote an article for a 
college publication criticizing the University's activities in subsidizing 
.football players* KENT stated that after the applicant had written this 
article that a group of other outspoken students at Columbia University 
associated themselves with the applicant* KENT stated that the story was 
at that time being spread around Cambridge, New York 'that this group was 
more or less .a radical group, a group of fellows who were not satisfied with 
the way the University was run. JECENT stated that -from his observations the 
entire incident involved a situation at Columbia University and he did not 
believe that the applicant or the group with which he "as involved expressed 
any opinions as to the national or universal political situation. He stated 
• that he believed this group was extremely outspoken about the University's 
administration, but h^. could recall :no 'inference to any subversive tendency 
whatsoever* KENT sthte^l that this happened a great many years ago and that

Mr* KENT stated that he knew RITA FRAZIER wery well, advising that he used 
to date RITA FRAZIER'S sister, ELIZABETH, quite a bit during his high school 
days. He stated that the applicant was i close .friend of his :aad that he 
and the applicant on numerous occasions double-dated with ELIZABETH and RITA 
FRAZIER. KENT stated that he knew that RITA FRAZIER had had an illegitimate 
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child, but that he never "believed that the applicant was in any way involved* 
He stated that he did not think that the applicant was the type of boy who 
would engageoin such activities at the time and further that he knew that 
RITA FRAZIER at the time was going around with another boy from Hoosick Falls, 
New York. KENT stated that he did not recall the name of this boy* Be 

• stated also that it was his belief that the boy from Hoosick Falls was the 
father of RITA FRAZIER »S Illegitimate 'child. He stated that he recalled -that 
this boy from Hoosick Falls was more or less of a lady's man and that he was 
the type of fellow who drank a lot and influenced his dates to drink a lot* 
KENT stated that he had been in contact with the applicant after RITA FRAZIER 
had her illegitimate child and that the applicant never gave him any reason 
to believed that he, the applicant, was the father of the child* 

Mr* KENT stated that he also knew HELEN ALLEN very well, advising that HELEN 
ALLEN was at least three or four years younger than the applicant, that her 
reputation in town was very good, and that she was not "fast". KENT stated 
that he knew of nothing unusual between the applicant and .HELEN ALLEN. 

Mr* KENT advised that he also knew the applicant's sister quite well, stating 
that before the applicant's sister married RUSE POWELL, she was a nice girl 
in his opinion. He stated, however, that after her marriage and after she 
had had several children and when her husband left Cambridge, New York for 
the Armed Services, She began running around with other men* He stated 
that the applicant's sister, BARBARA had had a child by EHVIL BENTLF& and he 
believes that this child was conceived before the applicant's sister was 
divorced from RUSE POWELL and before she married ERVIL BENTLEY. KENT further 
stated "that he has heard nothing unusual about the applicant's sister's 
activities in the repent past and further that as far as he knew, she was 
still married to BENTLEY.

advised that the information he furnished the writer in the past regarding 
HELEN ALLEN, the applicant’s sister, BARBARA, and the applicant was furnished 
to him by Mrs* EVELYN BURTON, the present Office Secretary at the Washington 
County Post*

cant possessed radical tendencies* I I advised that he considered the

the applicant he believed that the applicant is definitely socialistic ally

stated that she had never heard of any immoral .activities on the pa rt of

Miss ELIZABETH M* JENKINS, .Academy Street, advised that she has been a life- 
long ^resident of Cambridge, New York, that years ago she was a teacher in 
the Cambridge school system and that she knew the applicant's grand parents 
on his mother's side very well* She stated that she knew that the applicant 
had written a book called "King Football" and that there had been some 
gossip around Cambridge, New York that the applicant was too out spoken in 
his criticism of the administration of Columbia University* She stated, 
however, that she knows of no disloyal or radical tendencies onthe part of 
the applicant. Miss JENKINS advised that she knew RITA FRAZIER* She also 
stated that she knew RITA FRAZIER had had an illegitimate child, but she 
advised that she did not know who the father of this child was* She advised 
that she knew that the applicant formerly had gone around with RITA FRAZIER, 
but that she did not know of hr hear of anything that would indicate that

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another local .man named bENTLEY. .CANTRELL stated that the applicant's .sister 
Is presently divorcing BENTLtY and that BENTLEY is presently an inmate at the , 
Veterans Hospital, vftiite River Junction, Vermont* 'CANTWELL advised that other 
than the applicant's sister's hasty marriages, he knows nothing derogatory 
concerning her reputation. 

Mr. GARBINQR B. CllLLINNAN, Managing Editor and Editor .of the Washington County 
Post, advised that he attended high school with the applicant and stated that 
he recalled that the applicant, during his high School days, had been employed 
as -a part-time reporter for the Washington County Post.

CULLINNAN further stated that the applicant in his letter had stated that 
his request for this printing contract be kept confidential. • CULLINNAN . 
stated that at the time he was over-loaded with business and that because 
of this he declined to accept the applicant's order. CULLINNAN stated that 
since that time he has .thought about the .applicant ' s request and that he 
thought the request was rather unusual inasmuch .as the applicant apparently 
had 1 access to printing facilities -in Washington, . U. C. and because the appli- 
cant had asked that the printing reouest be -kept confidential. 


CULLINNAK again advised that he knew that the applicant had gotten into 
difficulty because of an article he had written while he was a student at 
Colombia University. He, stated, however, that he knew nothing specifically 
derogatory concerning the applicant's .character, loyalty or associates. 


•CULLINNAN stated also that the applicant's mother, -*rs. LOIS .HARRIS, enjoys 
a good reputation in Cambridge, New fork.

But lies indicate that Reedi Harris was formerly 
employed with the Voice of America, Department of State. 

He was the subject of a loyalty investigation in 1948 and 
was declared eligible on loyalty. He was the subject of a 
Voice of America investigation in 1950 and was also declared 
eligible on loyalty. In 1953 we furnished additional infor- 
mation concerning Harris to Civil Service Commission and 
subsequently received notice from that Commission that Harris 
"resigned or was separated from Federal service prior to 
decision on loyalty." Our investigations indicated he had 
In the 1930s and early 1940s associated with some individuals 
who were known to be communists and was a member of several 
communist front organizations. Our investigations did not 
disclose that he was ever a member of the Communist Party 
and many of the individuals interviewed considered him 
loyal. He received considerable publicity during the course 
of a McCarthy Committee hearing in 1953 in connection with 
his activities with the Voice of America. 

In view of correspondents complimentary remarks 
concerning the FBI, it is believed that his letter to 
Mr. Baumgardner should be acknowledged over the Director's 
signature.

In this article, had been rather outspoken In his criticism 
of Columbia University and the subsidization of football players 
and athletes in general* 

Mr. KENT stated that he knew of ho disloyal tendencies 
on the part of the applicant or any members of the applicant's 
family. He stated further that the applicant never expressed 
any radical or disloyal ideas while he was a resident of 
Cambridge, New York, and Mr. KENT stated he would not hesitate 
to recommend the applicant for a position of trust. 

Mr. -KENT stated further he had heard rumors throughout 
the Cambridge, New York, area to the effect ttfet the applicant 
was alleged to have been the father of RIJAflERAZIER's illegitimate 
child. KENT stated he always disbelieved tills rumor because 
he was ;f irmly convinced that another young man, From Hooslck 
Falls, New York , who dated RITA FRAZIER at the same time the 
appl lean t da ted her, was the man responsible. He stated that 
RITA FRAZIER had a reputation of being rather "fast," and he 
stated that during the period in question RITA FRAZIER was 
running around with two or three bpys at the same time. He 
advised he always felt she was dating the applicant for prestige 
and went out with the other boys for "the kicks." 

Mr. KENT stated he was well acquainted with the applicant's 
sister, BA RBARA-, and he advised that although she has beennarried 
two or three times he knew nothing specifically derogatory 
concerning hermoral reputation. Mr. KENT stated the applicant's 
mother, LOIS E^^ARRIS, still resides at Cambridge, -New York, 
and envoys a gbodS^putation. 

Mr. KENT stated that JOHN S. HENRY, former owner and 
operator of Henry's General Store at Cambridge, is now deceased. 

He stated also that Mrs. EVA CARPENTER, former kindergarten 
teacher at Cambridge, New York, is now over eighty years of age, 
in very poor health, and Is senile. 

On June 21, 1961, Mr. GARDINOR B. CULLINNAN, owner, 
publisher and editor of the 'Washington County Fosty 13 West 
Main Street, advised he recalled the applicant very well.

stating that he attended the Cambridge High School with the 
applicant. Mr. CULLINNAN pointed out that Cambridge, New York, 
has a population of about 1700 people, and he stated that 
everyone In town knows everyone else's business. CULIiTNNAN

area relative to the applicant's moral character and loyalty, 
but he stated he knew absolutely nothing specific of a derogatory 
nature .relative to the applicant's moral character or loyalty. 
CULLINNAN stated he recalled that the applicant, while he 
attended Columbia University,, wrote a book called "King 
FOotball," and also wrote a number of articles in the University 
newspaper. CULLINNAN stated that although he never read any 
of the University newspaper articles, he did read the book

have money or be a good athlete to get along in the world. 

CULLINNAN stated that In his articles the applicant allegedly 
criticized the whole system of subsidizing college athletes, 
particularly" the attitude of Columbia University in this regard. 
CULLINNAN stated the applicant's Ideas relative to his criticism 
of college football recruiting methods and the wealthy classes 
were elaborated in the University newspaper, and therefore the 
applicant got a considerable amount of notoriety. CULLINNAN 
stated he never saw anything of a Communistic or disloyal nature 
In any of the applicant's articles or books. 

CULLINNAN stated he never had any reason to question 
the applicant's loyalty to this country, and he stated the 
applicant never exhibited any disloyal tendencies while he 
resided in Cambridge, New York. 

Concerning the applicant's moral character and 
reputation, Mr. CULLINNAN stated that it was the accepted story 
In Cambridge, New York, that the applicant was the -father of 
RITA FRAZIER'S illegitimate child-. CULLINNAN stated, however, 
that he had no specific information relative to this rumor, 
and he advised he would not agree to testify or furnish a signed 
statement relative to this Information because his knowledge 
was hearsay based on rumor. Mr. CULLINNAN pointed out that 
'RITA FRAZIER has since married successfully and has a well-adjusted, 
normal family. CULLINNAN pointed out that the other members 
of the FRAZIER family, including RITA's sister and two brothers.

sister is married to a doctor., and her two brothers, PRANK and

, Mr* CULLINNAN stated he had never had any reason to 

question the applicant S loyalty to this country and he stated 
he would gladly recommend the applicant for a position of trust. 

On June 21> 1961, Mr. CLARENCE COULTER, Cashier, 
Cambridge Valley National Bank, 31 East Main Street, advised 
he recalls the applicant well as ,a :former resident of Cambridge, 
New York. Mr. COULTER stated he recalled that while the applicant 
attended Columbia University, he wrote some sort of an article 
in the Columbia University newspaper that created quite a 
controversy* The article seemed to have been quite radical 
in its nature* Mr. COULTER admitted that he never saw the 
article and did not know the substance of the article, but 
stated it was rumored around Cambridge, New York, that the 
article was radical. By radical, Mr. COULTER stated he :meant 
a departure from the generally -accepted concepts of administration 
and of government. Mr. COULTER stated he believed the article 
was critical of Columbia University -and the then existing .Federal 
Government. COULTER also stated that it may be t ha tithe applicant 
at that time was just taking advantage of his prerogative of 
free speech and freedom of the press. He stated further that

Mr. COULTER advised he had no firsthand knowledge of 
this article or its contents and stated that therefore he did 
not care to testify or furnish a signed statement regarding the 
above information. He further advised he never had any reason 
to question the loyalty of the applicant or any members of the 

applicants family., and he stated he knew of no reason why he 

could not recommend the applicant for a position of trust. 

Mr. COULTER advised he knew nothing of a derogatory 
nature concerning the applicants moral reputation, and he stated 
that his sister went to high school with RITA FRAZIER and he 
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recalled his sister always described RITA FRAZIER as being a 
"fast girl." 

Concerning the applicant's sister, BARBARA, Mr. 
COUI/TER stated he knew her quite well and was aware of the 
fact she had been separated, divorced and married on several 
occasions.

and as a result, people react very favorably toward him. 
WEIGHTMAN advised that he and HARRIS were not close socially 
during the period they worked together with the USIA, but 
they did visit each other occasionally. It was his observa- 
tion that the HARRIS family had ja happy home life, and they 
did not participate a great deal in Washington social 
gatherings, HARRIS’ conduct is socially acceptable, and 
nothing unfavorable is known to WEIGHTMAN with respect to 
HARRIS’ associates or associations. WEIGHTMAN said he was 
not aware of any organization to which HARRIS may have be- 
longed other than a veterans organization. 

According to WEIGHTMAN, an allegation was made by 
a Voice of America employee during the time that HARRIS was 
Deputy Director that the management of the Voice of America 
was anti-Semitic because they either cancelled or curtailed 
broadcasts in Hebrew to Israel, WEIGHTMAN said this was 
brought out in the Me Carthy Hearings, and he knows from his 
own personal knowledge that it was purely a matter of 
allocation of funds, and the decision to cancel or curtail 
the broadcasts was made by the Planning Board and not by 
HARRIS. 


WEIGHTMAN advised he is not sympathetic with 
HARRIS’ political views, but HARRIS is a man of the highest 
integrity and, in his opinion, absolutely loyal and patriotic. 
WEIGHTMAN said he would have some reservations as to HARRIS 11 
professional qualifications and explained that he believes 
HARRIS is an ideal number two man or executive-type officer 
because he is a very capable and able administrator. In 
WEIGHTMAN' s opinion the number one man of any organization 
should be a brilliant idea man and HARRIS is lacking in this 
respect. 


WEIGHTMAN advised that during the period he worked 
with HARRIS they handled highly classified material from a 
political standpoint, and HARRIS was always very circumspect 
in handling this material. He said he would recommend the 
applicant for any position of trust without reservation 
with respect to his character, reputation and loyalty.

Georgetown University 

Dr. HOWARD R. PENNIMAN, Pr ofessor and Head of the 
Department of Government, advised SA I I on 

June 21, 1961, that he .knew applicant as having been in 
seminar courses in 1959 and 1960. He said the University 
entered into a contract with the American Veterans of 
World War II, 1710 Rhode Island Avenue, ,N. W.., Washington, 

D. C., lo conduct an adult education program entitled 
’’Education lor Public Responsibility.” The American 
Veterans selected ten persons, all members of the American 
Veterans and prominent people in various professions, active 
in civic affairs. The seminar, which was set up Jointly by 
Dr. PENNIMAN and the applicant, consisted of three seminars; 
the first, one week long in the Fall of .1959, the second 
consisted of two days in January, 1960, and the third con- 
sisted of two days in April, 1960. Each participant, the 
applicant being one of the group, prepared a paper on some 
aspect of public affairs and discussed same during the lirst 
week. He said each received a certificate of completion 
by Georgetown University by the Dean of the graduate school. 

He stated no individual student record is maintained by Ihe 
University. Dr. PENNIMAN stated that besides himself ihdre 
Were nine other persons that lectured to the group and that 
there was no opportunity for the other nine lecturers to 
know the other participants to any degree. 

Dr. FENNIMAN further stated that he actually knew 
the applicant since 1948 or 1949 when he was with the State 
Department and the'; applicant was employed at Voice of America 
(VOA) . Their acquaintance has been professional only and very 
limited between 1949 until 1959 when they worked together about 
one month on the above program. 

Dr. PENNIMAN advised that the applicant ran a business 
called Publication Services, .Incorporated, of which he was the 
president. He said this business was a promotional operation 
between authors and publishing houses, as well as some govern- 
ment contract work. 
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Dr. PENNIMAN said that he has always regarded the 
applicant as a person of good moral character, associates and 
reputation and that his loyalty is not questioned from the 
extent of his acquaintance* He said on the above basis of 
acquaintance, he would recommend the applicant favorably for 
a position of trust and confidence with the United States 
Government. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Publication Services, Incorporated, and Reinforced Learning, 
Incorporated, 419 New Jersey Avenue, S. E».,, Washington, D. C. 

On June 26, 1961, Mr. MORRIS SCHNAPPER, Editor of 
Public Affairs Press, 419 New Jersey Avenue, S. JB», advised 
that Publication Services, Incorporated, had recently relo- 
cated to the Mills Building, Washington, D. C. He said that 
Mr. REED HARRIS, who was president of this company, was in 
business at this address tor approximately two years and that 
he knew HARRIS to be the sole owner of this business. 

The current Polk’s City Directory, Washington, 

D. C., shows that REED HARRIS, wife, MARTHA T., is President 
of Publication Services, Incorporated, home address at 
Crestview, Maryland. 

On June 26, 1961, Dr,. ROBERT L. THOMPSON, National 
Education Association, 1201 16th Street, N. W.„ Washington, 

D. C., advised he has known HARRIS tor approximately 12 years. 

He said he first became acquainted with the applicant in 1946 
at the United States State Department and later in 1948 to 
1949 worked as Mr. HARRIS’ deputy in the Publications Division, 
United States Department of State. 

Dr.. THOMPSON stated that he is acquainted with the 
Reinforced learning, Incorporated, which he described as an 
’’off shoot” of Publication Services, Incorporated, He said 
Reinforced learning is a device used in teaching people to 
reinforce their learning by utilizing a series of recordings 
of subjects in various fields of endeavor. 

Dr. THOMPSON stated that although HARRIS owns stock 
in this company, one LOUIS ROBBINS, age approximately 40, has 
the controlling Interest and is -the “idea” man behind Reinforced 
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Learning, Incorporated* He said HARRIS "works in the capacity 
of publications and services and receives his payments in the 
way of royalties. He further said that HARRIS was the primary 
figure in that he wrote and recorded most of the records. 

Dr. THOMPSON stated that HARRIS is President of 
Publication Services, Incorporated, formerly of 419 New Jersey 
Avenue, S. E., Washington, D. C., and is now located in the 
Mills Building, 17th and G Streets, N. W., Washington, D. C. 

He said this business is in the publication field which pro- 
vides services in all publications, that is, writes, edits, 
promotes, services and prepares manuscripts in the publication 
field. He said that he. Dr. THOMPSON, was the largest stock- 
holder of this company, but does not actively participate in 
its management. He stated that the business was moved to the 
new location because of the curtailed business and that HARRIS 
present assistant will manage it if HARRIS becomes active in 
the United States Government. 

Dr. THOMPSON stated that HARRIS* honesty, integrity 
and standards are so high it is hardly suitable to survive in 
the business world because its so competitive. He said he 
does not want this interpreted to mean that HARRIS was a poor 
manager or a failure in private business but only as a 
"yardstick" in measuring degrees of success. Dr. THOMPSON 
stated that HARRIS* character, associates, reputat^n and 
loyalty are above reproach and that he has warm admiration 
for him as a human being. He said HARRIS* thinking may be 
a little more "liberal" than the average human being but went 
on to say not to interpret this to mean "radical" but means 
humanitarianism, and in the sense of pertaining to the welfare 
of human society.

Dr. THOMPSON said HARRIS* qualifications for a high- 
level position with the United States Government in the inter-^ 
national information field are excellent. He said he bases his 
opinion in regards to this on the applicants past experience and 
him being of "good mind" and a good public servant." He said he 
would recommend HARRIS to serve in the United States Government 
to the highest quality.

Dr, ROBERT L. THOMPSON, National Education Association, 
Washington, D, C,, who resides at 7500 Summit Avenue, Chevy Chase, 
Maryland, listed as a reference of the applicant, was interviewed* 
and his comments concerning HARRIS are set out in Instant report 
under Employment, 

On June 24, 1961, the report of the Committee on 
Government Operations, Senate Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigation, titled "Voice of America" dated February 3, 3-954, 
Report Number 928, regarding ! the public hearings of March 4, 
and 5» 1953* reflects that REED HARRIS, the Deputy Administrator 
of the International Information Administration was questioned 
concerning his personal background, material to be used for 
programs to be disseminated throughout the world of American 
ideals and objectives and other methods to expose Communist 
propaganda through its broadcast, Mr, HARRIS was the second 
in charge of the entire information program and at times, its 
acting head. Instead of a background of anti-Communism in this 
country, the testimony before the subcommittee indicated that 
HARRIS, while at Columbia University, had written blatantly 
pro-Communist material, some of which was reprinted in the 
"Daily Worker." 

The "Daily Worker" was an East Coast Communist 

daily newspaper which ceased publication on 

January 13, 1958, 

Testimony of instant hearings by REED HARRIS discloses 
that he was suspended from Columbia University, 
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In regards to this suspension, HARRIS was reported 
to be a staunch defender and supporter of one DONALD 
HENDERSON, suspended from the faculty of Columbia University. 

Hr. HENDERSON, when called before the subcommittee to anseer 
charges, refused to answer questions put to him on the grounds 
that they tended to incriminate him. 

The hearings further reflected that HARRIS conceded 
that in the years (1932-1934) he was not opposed "to the 
broad principles of Marxism, 11 although he opposed it from then 
on. The record indicates, however, that a number of years after 
this period HARRIS turned up as a sponsor for the activity of 
the American students Union and at abater date HARRIS appears 
as a member of the League of American Writers. 

American Student Union has been cited by the HCUA 
in the Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications 
revised and published as of January 2, 1957 . 

AMERICAN STUDENT UNION 

1. cited as a Communist front which was "the 
result of a united front gathering of young 
Socialists and Communists” in Columbus, Ohio, 
in 1935* 1 The Young Conmunist League took 

credit for the creation of the orgainzation 
which offered free trips to the soviet Union.

The league of American Writers has been cited by 
the Attorney General pursuant to the provisions of Executive 
Order 10450* 

On the question of HARRIS* s conduct of the Information 
Administration in the last two or three years prior to the 
hearings, he, HARRIS, assured the subcommittee that while 
the Hebrew language broadcasts were ordered stopped at the 
crucial time the Soviets were playing up anti-Semetism, his 
office nevertheless ordered the anti-Semetic program of the 
Soviets played up on the other language desks. Testimony 
to this effect by HARRIS was subsequently branded as false 
by General ALEXANDER BARMINE. 

ALEXANDER BARMINE during this period of questioning 
was head of the Russian Division Desk, Voice of America, New 
York, New York. 

The International Broadcasting Service, known as the 
Voice of America, produces radio programs of broadcasts 
throughout the world in English and foreign languages. 

The committee conducted investigations into the efficiency 
and economy of the operation of the program, particularly 
from the point of view of policy, personnel and program 
content. 


1. It was the findings of the committee that 
the information program does have within 
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it a number of anti-Communists who have a 
thorough understanding of the purposes of 
the program of the VOA and .in spite of 
obstacles placed in their way by inefficient 
superiors that perform their part in the 
program toward a scholarly and effective 
anti-Communist result. 

2. The basic idea of the program to disseminate 
abroad information concerning the United 
States, its policies and its people has not 
been carried out; neither has the obligation 
to promote a mutual understanding between 
ourselves and foreign countries been fulfilled, 
although it is obvious that effective use of 
this program would be a major force in 
combating Communist propaganda against the 
free world. The type of execution required 
for maximum attainment and in the best 
American interests has been prevented by 

the inefficient operation of the information 
program. 

3. Incompetence .in the Policy and ]Blans Division 
which is charged with the responsibility of 
outlining policy for the entire information 
program and top policy experts were totally 
unfit to execute their assignments} their 
operations have clearly 'indicated lack of 
direction and inef f ectiveness . A number of 
personnel throughout the VOA were not dedicated 
to the American way of life and could not 
effectively explain it to others and 'various 
other .personnel who were unqualified to 
execute their particular assignments. This 
resulted in inadequate Security policies in 
anti-American content in various scripts and 
the failure to inaugurate successfully many 
potentially effective activities. 

It was the conclusion and recommendation that the 
subcommittee extend cooperation to the Administrator 
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of the International Information Program in corrective action 
in regard to the subcommittee's findings. 

On June 23, 1961, the report of hearings before the 
Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations of the Committee on 
•Government Operations, United States Senate, dated March 3, 1953, 
disclosed that the committee was conducting hearings concerning 
the gross rais-management in VOA. It was the opinion of the 
majority of the staff and a- number of the Senators that this 
rais-management was not merely the result of incompetence or 
stupidity, but the mis-management had been deliberate. The 
purpose of the hearings was to find the individuals responsible 
and the committee proceeded to delve into the background of 
individuals of VOA. 

The VOA was one phase of the investigation dealing 
with the Technical Operations. The VOA was one with the 
responsibility to obtain broadcasting facilities for the agency 
either by construction or otherwise. 

The committee summarized that while there was 
considerable evidence of Communist infiltration of the de- 
partments handling the program broadcasts, their primary dealings 
were with marshalling tne evidence of waste, mis-management and 
mis-location of key broadcasting stations which made them useless 
to the extent that one very competent radio engineer referred to 
the mis-locations as "sabotage". 

It was the findings of the committee that poor planning, 
reckless disregard for taxpayers money, incompetence, stupidity 
or worse was the rule and not the exception in the operation 
of the VOA, Technical Operations Division. 

The recommendations were to have the VOA, Technical 
Operations Division reviewed in order to correct and avoid 
repetitious mistakes and to provide minimum requirements 
for technical competence in key engineering posts. 

It was also recommended that careless handling of 
public funds portrayed in this investigation require 
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closer scrutiny of future requests for funds for VOA engineering 
pro j ects . 

REED HARRIS by letter dated April 3, 1953, Washington, 

D.. C., to the late Senator JOSEPH R. MCCARTHY related to 
natters discussed during the hearings of March 3, 4 and 5, 

1953, which he appeared as a witness. The letter is Included 
in the record of the hearings published as part of the printed 
record proving his actions and deeds while in his official 
capacity of Deputy Administrator of the International Infor- 
mation Administration. The letter also included letters as 
exhibits from prominent individuals proving his actions and com- 
mending him concerning his character, reputation, associates 
and loyalty. 

On June 27, 1961, a search of the files of the Office 
of Security, Department of State, showed an investigation 
conducted on HARRIS upon receiving information February 3, 

1953, to the effect that he, HARRIS, was responsible for 
issuing instructions which held up payroll and operating 
expenses to VOA stations in Manila and Turkey. 

Details of this investigation reflected that budget 
personnel of the International Information Administration 
advised that they had no information regarding funds with- 
held from Manila or Turkey and that that was the responsibility 
of the International Broadcasting Service, New York City, New 
York, to request allotments of funds to pay expenses. 

The Assistant Budget Officer, Office of Management, 
International Information Administration, who was alleged 
to have received an order from HARRIS to hold up fluids, 
denied receipt of any such order. 

HARRIS advised in connection with this investigation 
that he 'had no recollection of giving such order or other 
orders of this nature which could have been misunderstood. 

HARRIS further advised thatuthe order discontinuing Hebrew 
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broadcasts to Israel was signed by himself in the absence of 
the Administrator of the International Information Administration 
and that this action was taken as the result of an appropriations 
cut by Congress* He also advised that this was a program which 
the International Broadcasting Service in New York stated could 
be discontinued with the least effect on overall broadcasting 
activities* 

The file further showed that on April 30, 1953, the 
Chief Investigations Division, CSC, was advised by the 
Director, Office of Security x to tne effect that HARRIS was 
the subject of an investigation under the provisions of 
Executive Order 9835 and that he, HARRIS, resigned from his 
position with the Department of State on April 24. 1953. 

The CSC was advised that HARRIS was under active investigation 
by the Office of Security at this time. • 

The file in addition, reflected a copy of a letter 
addressed to JMr. ROBERT L. JOHNSON, new Administrator of 
United States International Information Administration, 
Washington, D. C. t dated April 13, 1953, advising that he was 
resigning his position to return to private business. He 
advised that he stayed on with the International Information 
Administration at the time he was testifying before the 
Senate Committee on Government Operations, m an investigation 
which had "some elements of an attack upon my record," and under 
those circumstances felt he should defer his resignation until 
he had an opportunity as a public official to prepare and submit 
to the committee a "clear cut" affirmative statement regarding 
testimony of ethers, as well as himself re-affirming his loyalty 
and record of accomplishment during his years in government 
service. He requested that his resignation become effective 
April 24, 1953.

The files further showed that REED HARRIS was the 
subject of an "Evening Star" article dated March 3, 1953. 

On June 26, 1961, a review was made of the March 3, 
1953 edition of the "Evening Star" a Washington daily newspaper, 
The article appearing on Page 1, column 2 and page r ... * 4 
was entitled "Voice T Aid lashes MC CARTHY as Unfair at Stormy 
Session, probe witness objects to innunendos in quizz on 1932 
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student days," The article showed that the recalcitrant witness 
before the Senate Subcommittee Investigations, Voice of America, 
accused the late Senator JOSEPH R. MC CARTHY as being unfair and 
that he resented the "tone" of the inquiry. He said he resented 
the Senate Subcommittee investigation of the "Voice" Program 
because of thousands of others working for the government 
who had received clearance as Mr. HARRIS said he had received. 

The article pointed out that HARRIS was ousted as editor of 
Columbia University* s "Spectator," suspended, and later left 
as a result of differences over editorial content* 

The files of the House Committee on UnrAmerican 
Activities on June 22, 1961. further showed REED HARRIS resigned 
April 14. 1953, as Deputy Director of the State Department 
International infoimatlon Administration asserting that an 
investigation of the Voice of America by the Senate Committee 
on Government Operations "had some elements of an attack on 
my record." 

The files further showed that HARRIS submitted a letter 
to the late Senator MC CARTHY in answer to charges made against 
him by the Senate Committee on Government Operations and requested 
that his letter be made part of the permanent files of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities. This letter carried the 
date of April 3, 1953, Washington, D. C. 

It is to be noted that HARRIS was an associate of 
WILLIAM B. CONNORS, Office of Policy and Plans, United States 
Department of State (USDS), who was investigated by the FBI 
in 1953 under provisions of Executive Order 10450. The FBI 
investigation was conducted upon information received from the 
Chief Counsel of Senate Permanent Subcommittee on Investigation 
of Committee on Government Operations to the effect that on 
February 3, 1953, an order was issued to the Voice of America 
on a world-wide basis to use writings of an alleged pro-communist 
writer. According to the Chief Counsel, CONNORS was responsible 
for this order. By letter dated August 24 t 1956. Civil Service 
Commission advised the disposition concerning fhis investigation 
was a "favorable determination." 
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Ls also noted that HARRIS was an associate of 

AL ^^HHPT0N GORDON LITTLE, Training Officer, Foreign 
Sei^^^M^KRute , USDS, Washington, D« C. , who was investigated 
by |HllBPWiS|954 under provisions of Executive Order 10450 
upon information iurnished to Civil Service Commission to the 
effect that LITTLE, while assigned to the United States Embassy 
in Moscow, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, from May, 1946, 
to January, 1948, was not too discreet at, 1 ; times, and that he, 
LITTU3, had also listed two individuals as references on an 
application dated June 10, 1946, (Civil Seryice Commission) , 
who reportedly had some pro-communist affiliations. By letter 
dated May 3, 1955, the Civil Service Commission advised LITTLE 
was given a "favorable determination*"

Mr. PARRISH statdd that he has known the applicant 
all the applicant's life and that he has known the applicant's, 
mother and sister for approximately fifty years. Mr. PARRISH 
stated that the applicant's mother still resides in Cambridge, 

New York, and he stated that she enjoyed a good reputation in 
the community. He advised also that he has not seen- nor had 
any contact with the applicant for at least twenty and possibly 
twenty-five years. 

Mr. PARRISH advisdd that he recalled that the applicant 
while, a student at Columbia University was editor or an editorial 
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writer of the Columbia University student newspaper, 

"The Spectator." PARRISH advised that the applicant 
was "taken quite severely to task for some of the radical 
ideas, he expressed in this paper." PARRISH stated that 
he never saw any of these articles and. advised that he 
frankly had never heard the applicant express any radical 
ideas or tendencies during the time the applicant resided 
in Cambridge, New York, prior to his college days. PARRISH 
advised that while a student at Columbia University the 
applicant also wrote a, book, which to the best of his recollec- 
tion "exposed the frivolous goings on in various colleges 
in the United States." PARRISH: stated he never read the 
book but he recalled the applicant in particular picked on 
the University of Cornell which was a touchy subject at 
his household because his wife attended Cornell University. 
PARRISH' stated that, he did not think that this book was 
radical in the political sense of the word and he admitted 
that: he had not read the book and based his comments strictly 
on rumors, that he had heard in the community years ago. 


PARRISH advised that from his observations of the 
applicant during his high school and college years he would 
describe the applicant as an "aginer." PARRISH elaborated 
on this remark, by stating that, the applicant was "always 
against things." He stated, that the applicant considered 
himself an intellectual and felt that he Was a. little better 
than the other high school students his own age in Cambridge, 
NewYork. PARRISH repeatedly stated that he never heard the 
applicant ever express any radical ideas and he advised that 
all information in his possession pertaining to the applicant's 
alleged non-conformist writings while he was a student in 
college were based entirely on rumors. He stated that, 
therefore, he wotild not be willing to furnish this informa- 
tion in the form of a. signed statement and advised that he 
would not testify to this information bedause he had no 
firsthand knowledge.

PARRISH stated. that he would. not recommend the 
applicant for any, position of trust solely on the grounds 
that he had; heard too many rumors about the applicant and 
felt that he would not trust the applicant until he ascertained

BACKGROUND: 

The July 16, 1961, issue of "The New York Times’* carried an article 
entitled ’’McCarthy Target Is Appointed As Murrow*s Top Assistant. ” According 
to this article, Harris, one of the latev Senator McCarthy’s earliest targets is 
returning to the Government service as Executive Assistant to Edward R. Mur row, 

I U. S. Information Agency (USIA) Director. When he left the Government eight 
years ago he was Deputy Director of the international Information Administration, 
predecessor to USIA. Since that time he has headed a private publishing company 
in Washington, Publications Services, Inc. The article continues to discuss 
Harris’ appearance before the McCarthy Committee and pointed out that Harris 
supported the employment of communists as teachers in the interest of academic 
freedom, a view which he has long since repudiated. He was expelled from £/ 
Columbia University but reinstated 20 days later after a Student strike and protest. 
The article notes that Murrow was also a vigorous critic of Senator McCarthy^/ 
investigative tactics. According to the article he, joined the State Department in 
1945 after a career that had included jobs as a printer, reporter, editor and 
advertising manager of publications for the old Works Progress Administration and 
planning chief of the Office of War Information. Mr. Tolson has asked’what our files

1 was . connected with the Spanish Refugee Relief Campaign which has been cited as 
a communist front, on a book entitled "Concerning Government Benefits,” published 
by Vanguard Press. In 1938 Harris was a member of the advisory board of 
"Direction" which has been cited as communist initiated and controlled. One 
Reed Harris was a candidate for the board of directors of Consumers Union. This 
organization was at one time cited as a communist front. In 1942 his name 
reportedly appeared on the mailing list of League for Mutual Aid which has been 
I cited as a communist enterprize. Harris admitted to the Civil Service. Commission 
on 8-23-42 that he had been a member of the League of, American Writers, cited 
by the Attorney General under Executive Order 10450, for about three months 
in 1937 or 1938. 

Harris was described by the Dean of Student Activity at Columbia 
University as a supreme egotist but a loyal American who was not connected with 
arty "radical" groups at the school and although certain "radical" groups had 
attempted to get behind Harris due to his critical articles about the school Harris 
had refused to become associated with them. Other individuals considered Harris 
to be a loyal American and a "deep hater of communism." (121-10315r26)r. ') 


In February and March, 1953, Harris testified before the McCarthy 
Committee inquiring into the Voice of America. Acconng to a report of the 
Committee testimony Harris had written blatently procommunist material, some 

I of which had been reprinted in the "Daily Worker." As an example, in one of his 
writings he had referred to a man as someone "I remember as a sadistic butcher 
who is now probably the commander of some American Legion post." Harris 
I resigned his position with the International Information Administration on 4-24-53 
and wrote:the Director a cordial letter 5-11-53 going on record that it was 
always his desire to cooperate with the FBI and that he would be glad at arty time 
to talk with representatives of the Bureau concerning anyone with whom he had 
had contact during his adult life. It was his opinion that communists could be 
found out and fought much better through the careful procedures of the FBI than 
1 1 the reckless airing of dubious committees of the Senate and House. The Director 
1 1 briefly acknowledged the letter on 5-18-53. 


Harris wrote a very complimentary letter to Fred J. Baumgardner of 
\lthe Domestic Intelligence Division on 3-15-61 relative to Baumgardner’s talk before 
lithe National War College the previous day. He wrote very favorably regarding the 
llFBI and the Director cordially replied to his letter by date of 3-20-61.
